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Kiedy Buses 
Are Needed Step 


From the dawn of history, traffic, the 
movement of people and things, seems to 
have been one of civilization’s most per- 
plexing problems. Excavations at Pompeii 
indicate that the ancient buried Roman 
city may have had one-way chariot 
routes allowing traffic to flow inward 
toward the market place and public forum 
in the morning, outward at night. 

The Pompeiians would have been wiser 
to have left their chariots at home and 
to have ridden downtown in a public 
hack. 

Careful studies of the urban traffic 
problem reveal that it can be solved only 
when the emphasis is on the movement 
of people and not of vehicles. 

The answer then is in mass transpor- 
tation. That means buses or trolleys. 
Whatever you call them, urban areas are 
dependent upon them ana the more popu- 
lows the area, the greater the dependence. 

Anything that can be done to improve 
public transit is, then, a step toward re- 
lieving traffic congestion. Anything that 
can be done to encourage more commut- 
ers and shoppers to leave their cars at 
home and ride the buses is a means 
toward that end. 

The Atlanta Transit Company filed ap- 
plication this week with the Georgia Pub- 
lic Service Commission for permission to 
operate express buses on the Atlanta 
Expressway. The company proposes to

Peripheral parking means parking lots 
on the periphery or outskirts of the area 
of highest congestion so that suburbanites 
can leave their cars, either free or at low 
cost, and ride the public conveyance 
downtown.

Lindbergh Warns U.S. 
Of Tasks of Survival 


Announcement by the Soviet Union of 
new atomic weapons tests serves again to 
rémind the people of this country that 
there is no security in this new age into 
which we have moved so rapidly. De- 
velopment of atomic and hydrogen 
weapons has revolutionized completely 
all the concepts of warfare and diplomacy. 

Writing recently in the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post, Brig. Gen. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh pleads with his fellow countrymen 
that they understand their plight. He 
points out that our only hope for survival 
is to maintain strength “that is as obvious 
aS pemnaeet tnemey ne Bis. certain to 
ourselves.” 

No efemy or potentizl enemy should 


be deluded into thinkine he can destroy 
us by surprise, Gen. Lindbergh declares, 
and our greatest problem has become “the 
essentials of survival.” 

First of all, he points out, we must 
have a “fleet in being of the most modern 
aircraft—a fleet able to take to the air 
with atom bombs within minutes after an 
alarm is sounded. This fleet must be scat- 
tered over hundreds of bases, over too 


‘many for the enemy to paralyze with a 


single blow.” 


Second in importance, he declares, are 
research, development and industrial de- 
centralization programs that will improve 
the effectiveness of our future weapons 
and reduce our vulnerability. 


Third, says the famous general, “we 
must emphasize development of the 
human element in our military forces 
fully as much as we emphasize the de- 
velopment of material elements in these 
forces. In this human element lies an ex- 
traordinary opportunity to increase our 
power and reduce our costs... . Economy 
itself demands that in this ... age long 
years of expensive training should be fol- 
lowed by opportunities, pay and condi- 
tiohs which encourage people to remain 
in the careers they were trained for.” 


The objective is survival of Western 
civilization. The American policy of non- 
aggression, he points out “requires a mili- 
tary position of such magnitude that if our 
enemies should strike us by surprise... 
we can still exceed their power. This 
means a prodigious Air Force, a strong 
Army, a strong Navy and strong allies.” 

Gen. Lindbergh’s sober warning de- 
serves earnest and thoughtful considera- 
tion by every American.

Knowland’s Actions Called 


Inappropriate for Position 


The operation of the American government, with its separation 


of powers and _its constitutional nuances, 


is difficult for most .of our 


friends abroad to understand. But confusion and misunderstanding 
is not limited to our friends abroad in the case of the majority leader 


of the U.S. Senate. 


fhe official position of majority leader is one of the most exalted 


in government. 

He is the acknowledged spokes- 
man for the administration in the 
Senate, the man who is responsible 
for party discipline, the man above 
all who is charged with the duty 
of getting the administration's 
bills through the legislature. 

In view of this great responsi- 
bility, it is bewildering to learn 
that the present majority leader, 
Sen. William F. Knowland, ap- 
parently acting on his own, de- 
manded that the President break 
diplomatic relations with the So- 
viet Union over the shooting down 
of a Navy patrol plane. Knowland 
released this demand to the press 
before it reached the President. 

We believe that Knowland has 
a perfect right to take this posi- 
tion, even though it is not the view 
of President Eisenhower. Every 
American has a right to his own 
opinion on the conduct of our 
foreign ‘affairs. There is nothing 
to stop anyone from making his 
views known to the President him- 
self. 

But sending a public wire to the 
White House is the time-honored 
procedure of political opponents 
and pressure groups. It is hardly 
consonant with Knowland’s high 
position, because he can, at any 
time, privately consult with the 
President on all manner of thi 

In fact, that is part of his job, 

This is not the first time that

Knowland has publicly differed 
with the administration. Ever 
since he has been majority leader, 
he has shown a distressing capa- 
city for opposing the administra- 
tion, especially in foreign policy. 
This is a fitting quality for a 
minority leader, but it is highly 
inappropriate in the post Know- 
land now occupies.

Christ went to the mountain top to pray for guidance; He left the 


mountain with a confidence and 


courage which continued as He 


journeyed to Jerusalem and then to Golgotha. 


But the Transfiguration had a 
significance for the disciples also. 
While Jesus continued constant in 
prayer, Luke tells us that the dis- 
ciples ‘‘were heavy with sleep’ 
(Luke 9:32). One is reminded 
that at another hour of crisis and 
decision in Christ's life, the night 
vigil in the Garden of Gethsem- 
ane, the disciples slept also. 

But when the disciples awak- 
ened, they saw that “the fashion 
of his countenance was altered, 
and his raiment was white and 
glistering’’ (Luke 9:29) and that 
Christ talked with Moses and Eli- 
jah, representing the law and the 
prophets. The disciples were 
amazed and their hearts were 
filled with wonder. 

Peter exclaimed, ‘‘Master, it is 
good for us to be here. ... Let 
us make three tabernacles; one 


for Thee, and one for Moses, and 
one for Elias’ (Luke 9:33). Peter 
wished somehow to make perma- 
nent the radiant glory of the ex- 
perience. 

Luke’s record adds, however, 
that Peter did not know the full 
impact of his suggestion or, per- 
haps, even of the Transfiguration. 

When one reads the verses 


which follow, it seems that none 
of the disciples clearly discerned 
the full meaning of the Transfig- 
uration. In the verses which fol- 
low, contention among the disci- 
ples concerning who is greatest in 
the kingdom of heaven is. de- 
scribed. Ard there was a quarrel 
concerning the preaching by those 
who were not in the disciple’s in- 
ner circle. 


When Jesus steadfastly set his 
face to go to Jerusalem, the dis- 
ciples questioned the wisdom of 
His decision. And when He gave 
Himself upon the cross, the dis- 
ciples huddled in the shadows, 
fearful for their personal safety. 

Looking back we marvel that the 
disciples slept while Jesus prayed 
on the Mount and later in the gar- 
den. Could they not have prayed 
with Him? Did they not under- 
stand the glory which God had 
shown in Christ? 

Yet their hearts clung to many 
precious memories and after the 
resurrection, they understood 
more clearly in retrospect what 
they could not fully appreciate in 
prospect. 

The Mount of Transfiguration be- 
came for them an additional testi- 
mony of Christ’s majesty. With 
hearts warmed by remembrance, 
they went forth to preach in the 
name of the Christ of God.
